After the meeting, Girdwood and 
Bach said officials have not yet deter- 
mined what kind of increases the schools 
will seek in future years, but did not rule 
out double-digit increases. They say they 
expect to need a $1-million budget 
increase to fund operation of the two new 
schools. 

The recommended budget is $356,639 
greater than the town manager’s recom- 
mendation. But school officials have long 
noted that the town manager bases his 
recommendation on a funding formula. 

Bach said the school couldn’t run 
properly on that figure.

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‘AVIS land’ behind school may now officially go to AVIS

Turns out that perception isn’t reality. 
Otherwise, Town Meeting wouldn’t need 
to vote on Article 11, which would give a 
strip of land behind Andover High to the 
Andover Village Improvement Society. 

The land is an approximately 125-foot- 
wide stretch along the westerly property 
line of Andover High, used as part of the 
AVIS trail system. 

Selectmen recommend approving the 
article and giving the land to AVIS 
because they say everyone in town 
already assumed AVIS owned the land. 
For years, AVIS has maintained the 


stretch as part of the Indian Ridge reser- 
vation. 

Even residents who have served as 
School Committee members and AVIS 
wardens say they always believed the 
land belonged to AVIS. 

“For the time I was on the School Com- 
mittee, I thought that I was the AVIS war- 
den of that land,” says former School 
Committee and AVIS member Michael 
Frishman. “I didn’t know I was taking 
care of my own (School Committee) land.” 

So, in exchange for a sewer easement 
across AVIS land that the town wants for 
its new schools, Andover would give 


AVIS the strip of land it maintains any- 
way, say selectmen. 

“We have always felt that we want'to 
cooperate with the town for an important 
town purpose, particularly for something 
like a school,” says Peggy Keck, AVIS 
member. 

Keck says AVIS prefers to own the land 
behind Andover High, rather than be 
granted an easement, which is another 
option given in Article 11. 

Selectmen voted to recommend AVIS 
ownership, although Town Manager Buzz 
Stapczynski warned, “It has been our tra- 
dition not to sell town-owned land.” 


Stapczynski also said it will take a vote 
of the School Committee, selectmen, 
Town Meeting and the state Legislature to 
transfer the land. 

“Tf there’s any way legally we could do 
it, I would heartily support turning this 
land over to AVIS for $1,” said Selectman 
Mary French. 

The board recommended supporting 
the land transfer 40 last week, with 
Chairman John Hess absent. They also 
unanimously recommended supporting 
Article 45, a gift to AVIS of more than 19 
acres of land in the so-called Far Corners 
area.

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Board reverses support for Dragon’s Lair funds

One week after flip-flopping on a decision to add a 
youth services position, selectmen flip-flopped on a 
decision to support using town money to renovate a 
school playground. 

Against the wishes of the School Committee, 
Selectmen last week supported a request to help 
rebuild Dragon’s Lair, the Bancroft School play- 
ground. But, once again, with a one-person change 
on the board a single week after the first vote, select- 
men reversed their position this Monday. 

Monday night, the board voted 3-1 against recom- 
mending that Town Meeting support Article 33, to 
provide up to $80,000 for Dragon’s Lair. Officials 
against the article say Dragon’s Lair should go 
through the same prioritizing process as other 
school projects. 

Selectman Brian Major missed this week’s vote, 
while Chairman John Hess had missed the previous 
week’s decision. 

Selectman Lori Becker changed her vote to join 
the new majority, while colleague Larry Larsen 
remained in support of the playground funding. 
Becker said those who oppose the money for Drag- 
on’s Lair should have provided information before 
the selectmen’s vote last week, but had convinced 
her to change her mind. 

“You have often encouraged people to come for- 
ward with projects and certainly this one is worth- 
while,” Hess said to Larsen Monday. “But if the 
town is to get into the playground business, it would 
have to do each one equally.” 
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“For me, it makes sense to listen to those most deeply involved, 
which is the PTOs, which is the school councils,” said Mary 
French, the one selectmen to twice vote against recommendation. 

Article 33 is proposed by Pat D’Ambra, a Bancroft parent who 
said she does not represent the school’s PTO. She will ask Town 
Meeting to pay a portion of the $80,000 she said is needed to take 
the bite out of Dragon’s Lair. Parents say children are getting 
splinters from the playground’s wooden structures built by the 
community during the ’80s. 

Typically, PTOs raise the money needed for school play- 
grounds. But Bancroft parents recently raised $40,000 for a 
kindergarten playground, and have raised $30,000 for Dragon’s 
Lair, said D’Ambra. She said parents are “fund-raised out,” and 
are looking to Town Meeting to help. 

“PTOs are not in a position of raising $80,000,” said Mary 
Lyman, a former School Committee member and playground sup- 
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porter. “If we wait until we raise all the money, there’s definite- 
ly an issue of health and safety.” 
But School Committee member Tina Girdwood said, “I can 
assure you there would be no playground that could be deemed 
unsafe at any of our schools.” 

She told selectmen last week she was worried that their sup- 
port for the Dragon’s Lair money could delay funding for projects 
the school department has deemed more important. 

“Tm concerned about what you’re about to do,” said Girdwood 
last week. “If you are, in effect, telling the school department that 
they should reprioritize their list.” 

But selectmen Becker, Major and Larsen supported the par- 
ents’ request last week. 

“Nor do I regard it as an end run. I see this as an item with a 
constituency,” said Larsen. “That’s what we’re here for.” 

“T feel as if I’m voting against youth and everything else I 
believe in,” said French, a former school administrator. “(But) I 
do feel that process matters, and I think that projects like this 
need to come through the PTO.”

Andover has a number of costly construc- 
tion projects planned.

I’m sitting next to the big picture 
window in one of our fabulous Main 
Street caffeine emporiums on a fine, 
almost-spring morning, trying to 
relax. 

Normally this is a time to chat with 
the cell-phone and_ baby-carriage 
crowd, to sip green tea and unwind 
from another week of high-pressure, 
deadline-infested news _ production. 
But I can’t relax now. I’m looking out 
the window, and it’s a frightening 
sight indeed, because there, right in 
front of me, are four plastic newsbox- 
es. 

Normally I don’t even notice these 
things. They’re promoting publica- 
tions for stuff like real estate and com- 
puters, and I’m not in the market for 
either one. Besides, my subconscious 
generally tells me they're just part of 
the semi-tacky scenery of most down- 
town streetscapes. 

But no longer. Now I have learned, 
through a discussion of the town’s pro- 
posed new bylaw to regulate news- 
racks, that these seemingly harmless 


EE things could be deadly. 

I have to admit that I had already 
been informed weeks earlier, as the 
Town Meeting warrant took shape, 
that such things were potentially dan- 
gerous. Just read the language of the 
proposed bylaw (Article 78), and it’s 
enough to give you a nervous twitch 
every time you take a stroll down- 
town. 

The bylaw, which runs on for six 
major paragraphs with all sorts of sub- 
paragraphs under each one (a billable- 
hours dream for our local legal 
eagles), claims that it is designed to 
“promote the public health, safety and 
welfare of the inhabitants of 
Andover.” 

So, you gotta figure that without 
this sort of regulation, newsracks are 
a threat to all three. 

Then it gets down to specifics. 
Newsracks are apparently now inter- 
fering with the “safe and efficient 
movement of pedestrians and vehicle 
traffic.” They are apparently blocking 
“ingress into or egress from” build- 
ings (That’s legalese for “going in and 
out”). They apparently have “sharp or 
jagged edges or protrusions (that) 
could cause injury or damage to per- 
sons or vehicles.” They are offensive 
to the eyes, because they are not 
“green, beige, brown or gray.” They 
are apparently blocking “safe and ade- 
quate access to poles, posts, traffic 
signs and signals ...” 

I don’t know about you, but I know 
I get very irritable when my safety 


and welfare are threatened by a lack of 
safe and adequate access to any pole 
on Main Street. 

But even worse is the projectile 
threat. These things need to be bolted 
to the concrete or chained because, 
according to some local officials, in the 
event of a hurricane or an earthquake, 
they could become projectiles. 

I can’t get it out of my mind. I can 
see myself, strolling down the side- 
walk in a 120-mile-per-hour hurricane, 
minding my own business, when sud- 
denly a hot pink newsbox comes flying 
along and knocks me right through 
the nearest plate-glass window. It’s 
almost too horrible to contemplate. 

You'd think, based on all this, that 
I'd be up at the front of the field house 
at Town Meeting, lobbying for passage 
of this bylaw. There’s nothing more 
important to me than being safe when 
I’m taking a walk during a hurricane. 

But I’m opposed to it. 

I have to admit that I bring a bit of 
bias to this issue. Well, OK, maybe a 
truckload of bias. Because, of course, 
the sacred pages of the Andover 
Townsman are contained in news- 
racks that are sprinkled throughout 
the downtown. And the suggestion 
that the containers of such holy writ 
are a threat to health, safety and wel- 
fare is deeply offensive to me. The 
thought that the lovely Townsman 
blue on our newsracks would not be 
permitted offends my visual sensibili- 
ties.

ests of you, the readers, at heart. 

But, slightly more seriously, 
I think the bylaw takes aim at 
the wrong target. 

Just take a walk down Main 
Street. Right next to those 
chintzy plastic newsracks is a 
much heavier trash receptacle. 
It has pretty sharp edges and 
protrusions. Just imagine, once 
that thing gets rolling down the 
street in a hurricane, it’s going 
to do a lot more damage than 
plastic. 

Look at the sidewalks. Some 
of them are cracked and broken. 
There are jagged edges, where 
somebody could catch their foot 
— a clear threat to safe “ingress 
and egress” to just about any- 
thing 


But even they aren’t the 
worst. I'll tell you what’s the 
real threat to the public health, 
safety and welfare, not to men- 
tion peaceful enjoyment of the 
downtown. It’s the school kids 
who flood the place right after 
2:30 or so, with too much time, 
too much money and too little 
homework. 


You think newsracks 
create an access problem 
to crosswalks and build- 
ings? See if you can get 
much of anywhere on the side- 
walk with a cluster of idle ado- 
lescents hanging out, oozing in 
a disorganized blob down the 
street. 

You think they have no 
sharp or jagged edges? Check 
out all the metal that’s piercing 
their ears, tongues, eyebrows, 
noses and other unmentionable 
places. You think the stuff 
they’re wearing is green, beige, 
brown or gray in color? Let me 
show you the kids with red and 
blue hair. 

They are a much better rea- 
son for a bylaw with six major 
paragraphs and multiple sub- 
paragraphs. Join me in helping 
to make your downtown a safer 
place. Lobby the selectmen to 
get rid of the real danger. 

At a minimum, the kids 
should all be bolted or chained 
to the sidewalk. Otherwise, just 
wait for a 120-mph wind. They'll 
all be life-threatening projec- 
tiles.

The state is once again looking to save 
money by changing both the definition of spe- 
cial needs services and its eligibility require- 
ments. It is also looking to help towns come 
up with ways to pay for sudden increases in 
Sped costs. 

But parents concerned about proposed 
changes say those programs are underfunded 
as it is. 

Parents of special needs students. from 
Andover and across the state attended hear- 
ings last week of the Legislature’s Education 
Committee, as lawmakers tackled several 
special education issues, including who is 
entitled to services, what level of services 
they should receive and how programs are 
funded. 

Dr. Cheri Webb, director of Pupil Person- 
nel Services in Andover schools, says it is 
unlikely that changes to the law would result 
in a significant change in how services in 
Andover are delivered. 

But changes in funding could make a big 
difference, she says. 

“We're kind of waiting to see what the 
results would be,” she says. 

Special Education in Massachusetts 
accounts for 24 percent of the state education 
budget. 

Massachusetts has the second-largest per- 
centage of students in special education, at 17 
percent. The national average is 11 percent, 
according to a recent report by McKinsey & 
Co. consultants. 

Of Andover’s public school students, 14 
percent are in special education programs 
this year, Webb says. 

One parent, who declined to be named, 
attended the Statehouse hearings last week, 
and says she is particularly concerned that 
the state may make some children with 
learning disabilities such as Attention 
Deficit Disorder, ineligible for services. 

“They are making it sound like less of a 


disability,” she says. Her daughter has 
received services for learning disabilities

since she was nearly 3 years old. 

“She only learned to talk with the 
help of speech therapy, and learned 
to write with occupational therapy. 
She had problems learning to tie her 
own shoes and read textbooks. Now 
she has made tremendous progress,” 
says the mother. 

Her child was in Andover schools 
until fifth grade, at which point she 
had to leave the system to get the ser- 
vices she needed, the mother says. 

She believes the town is quicker to 
provide services for students with 
behavioral problems than students 
with less disruptive learning disabil- 
ities, but ultimately blames the state 
for a lack of funding programs local- 
ly or creating less expensive regional 
programs. 

“The rest of the country is funding 
special education programs at 50 per- 
cent. Massachusetts is at 20 percent. 
They haven’t been willing to spend 
the money, and they want to spend 
the surplus on the Big Dig. To me 
that’s appalling,” the parents says. 

Webb says a change in the lan- 
guage of the state law, which entitles 
Special education students to ser- 
vices that would produce a so-called 
“maximum feasible benefit” to the 


federal standard of “free and appro- 
priate” education, would not really 
affect services in Andover. A cut in 
funding would, however, she says. 

“The mandates of service are not 
funded enough. The help we need 
from the state has been grossly 
underestimated,” says Webb. 

If the state changes eligibility 
requirements leaving out students 
with learning disabilities, they may 
still be eligible for services through 
the Americans with Disabilities Act, 
Webb says. 

“(Learning disabilities) are 
always an issue. They run the con- 
tinuum, depending on the severity. 
Each case would be reviewed by the 
appropriate team,” Webb says. 

The recent consultants report 
Says the state could save $125 mil- 
lion by changing eligibility require- 
ments for students with “specific 
disabilities,” a move that could 
affect 30,000 Massachusetts  stu- 
dents. : 

“It’s being implied that learning 
disabilities are minor,” says the 
Andover parent. “The problem can’t 
just be solved by bringing in read- 
ing teachers. A disability is a dis- 
ability, and it’s not going to work in

a classroom without support,” she 
says. 

She also describes the atmosphere 
at the hearings as not as friendly to 
parents as she would like. She says 
some legislators were talking through 
parents’ testimony, while others were 
attentive. 

She praised Senate Education 
Committee chairman Robert Anto- 
nioni, D-Leominster, for considering 
issues fairly. 

“But the real issue is money. 
They're going to chop that bill to 
pieces,” she says. 

Attitudes about parents advocating 
for their special needs children are a 
problem in state government and 
schools, says one parent, who says 
she is treated differently by teachers 
who know her as the mother of a spe- 
cial needs student, and by teachers 
who know her as the mother of a reg- 
ular education student. 

Since the hearings, the parent 
reported getting several e-mail mes- 
Sages from other parents who were at 
the hearing, saying they felt some leg- 
islators ignored their pleas, and joked 
or talked through presentations. 

“I did observe this behavior,” she 
says.

It’s anyone’s guess as to why the race 
for School Committee fizzled this year. 

But the board that oversees. such 
major issues as the construction of two 
new school buildings, preparation for the 
MCAS tests and block scheduling barely 
drew enough candidates to fill impend- 
ing vacancies. 

With Tim McCarron leaving the com- 
mittee to devote more time to family and 
professional duties, the only contestants 
are Andover parent Gerry Gustus, a 
political novice, and retired Phillips 
Academy teacher and dean Skip Eccles, 
running for a second term. 

Parent Bill Pennington, active in 
school affairs including South School 
PTO, thought seriously about running, 
but dropped the idea, saying that the 
amount of time he would have to spend 
away from his family would be too much 
right now. 

“I will never forget this,” he says of 
the day he stood up from a game of 
Monopoly with his children to go toa 
school meeting. 

“My daughter asked me, ‘Daddy, what 
would you rather do? Play Monopoly 
with us or go to a school committee meet- 
ing?” 


While such a question seemed to help 
Pennington instantly set priorities, he 
does plan to stay involved in school 
activities. 

But the lack of competition shows 
that few people have the will and the 
time to serve. 

Pennington and Gustus, each the 
father of two children, spoke to past and 
present School Committee members in 
deciding whether or not to run. 

Gustus says a bit of reading on the 
issue recommended an average of 20 
hours a week including two meetings per 
week in the evenings. 

“What's work? Being on the phone? 
Talking to people? Getting information? I 
haven't begun to keep track of it,” says 
Tina Girdwood, who is entering the sec-

The state has unveiled its plan to 
make Route 125 safer by permanently 
changing five intersections in the 
Andovers. 

Officials from the Massachusetts 
Highway Department told residents 
Tuesday they plan to install a full set of 
traffic lights at the Salem Street/Stinson 
Road _ intersection, and at North 
Andover’s Hillside Road intersection 
with Route 125. 

Blinking lights will also be installed 
at the Prospect Road and Wildwood 
Road intersections with Route 125. Vine 
Street access to Route 125 will be perma- 
nently ended, with both sides of Vine 
Street made into cul-de-sacs. 

“T think the highlight here is they are 
getting two traffic signals out of the five 
intersections. The intersections are all 
going to have significant geometric 
improvements,” says Peter Kutrubes, 
state electrical systems manager. 

These improvements include widen- 
ing the intersections and providing des- 
ignated left-turn lanes at all four remain- 
ing intersections, he says. 

“I think it's a good plan and we

He also serves on committees for 
mentoring, Townwide PTO, and staff 
development. 

“A whole lot of little things add up 
over time,” he says. 

Eccles and Collins both praise Super- 
intendent of Schools Dr. Claudia Bach 
for her leadership skills, making it 
worthwhile to serve on the School Com- 


should go forward with it and see how it 
affects the side streets,” says Andover 
Police Chief Brain Pattullo.

“The idea that in the meantime we 
make do doesn’t really fly with parents,” 
he says. 

Soon-to-be-committee member Gustus 
says he has tried to prepare for the time 
commitment expected of him, but knows 
there is nothing like experience. 

“It's sort of like thinking you're ready 
to be a parent. You think you’re ready, 
you get it, and then you find out if you’re 
really ready,” he says.

2. How should Andover pay for the 
hew sewers for the proposed 
schools? 

The direct sewer line to the proposed 
Cross Street school site will benefit the 
entire Town and therefore should be 
funded through a shared revenue stream. 
The three million dollar cost should be 
included in the School Debt Exclusion. If 
the Town decides to sewer adjacent 
neighborhoods, then the additional costs 
should be funded through the traditional 
two-thirds betterment plus one-third 
Sewer Enterprise Fund calculation. 


3. The town has been studying the 
downtown for years. What kind of 
action, if any, do you want started 
before 2004 on Main Street and 
near the MBTA Station. How much 
tax money would you spend? 
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1. What would you do in oversee- 
ing construction of the proposed 
new schools, to prevent the kind of 
problems that plagued the renova- 
tion of the high school?

(the blacksmith shop) when they 
acquired the property.” 

The interior of the building, 
including the tools, is remarkably 
well preserved, considering that the 
shop was last active in the 18th centu- 
ry, according to Thibault. Besides 
dozens of tools that line the walls, the 
anvil is in the center of the room, and 
even the bellows that stoked the coals 
is in place. 

Mrs. Taft, who was interested in 
weaving, became more involved 
when the family moved to the Gray 
Farm and she had the use of the 
weaving studio. She was a member 
of the Weaver’s Guild of Boston. 

Abigail O’Hara, a member of the 
society's board of directors and 
chairman of the “Taft project,” says 
the move is planned in June, but the 
date is a bit uncertain, since the 
structures will have to be moved 
through the Phillips Academy cam- 
pus, and the tentative date is during 
graduation weekend. 

“I don’t want to promise a great 
spectacle,” she says, “because it is 
possible that we may not be able to 
move the buildings intact..” 


It will be done in one day, she 
says, but the preparation for it will 
take more than a week. The cost to 
move it, she says, will be at least 
$30,000. 

The restoration of the buildings 
will be done as quickly as possible, 
she says, using only carpenters who 
specialize in restoration, or those 
being trained in that skill. “But we 
need more money to finish the pro- 
ject, so when we get done depends on 
when we can raise the money,” she 
says. 

The goal, she says, is to restore 
both buildings to function much as 
they did in the 18th and 19th century. 
O’Hara says she hopes tourists and 
school children will be able to 
observe a blacksmith in action.

But the proposed change to the Stinson Road and 
Salem Street area worries Stinson Road’s Makowski fam- 
ily, with Paul Makowski saying he’s concerned the pro- 
posed new placement of the road will bring traffic “per- 
ilously close to our house.” 

“I don’t understand how ‘you could possibly create a 
Stinson/Salem access,” says Virginia Makowski. “That’s 
all wetlands there.” 

Officials say the state will need to do an environmen- 
tal impact study before going forward with the project. 

Officials also say the entire Route 125 project will not 
get started before the spring of 2001. 

The estimated cost for the job is $2 million, which 
Mass. Highway workers and Andover state legislators 
are describing as an imposing sum in the wake of the Big 
Dig overruns. 

“One of the problems we're going to face is funding of 
this project. That is something for us to work on, and 
something for us to be aware of,” says state Rep. Barry 
Finegold. 

“We are in a (tough) situation with the Big Dig over- 
runs,” says state Sen. Susan Tucker, a Gould Road-area 
resident. “You have my personal commitment that I will 
be working to get the funding. I’m going to keep pushing 
it and pushing it, because it’s personal to me.” 

But some residents are questioning why the state 
would have trouble coming up with what one North 
Andover man refers as “a lousy $2 million.” 

“T thought the state had a surplus,” he says.

a week ago, some friends and I 
were discussing Easter and the 
appeal of those yellow-sugared, 
marshmallow chicks known as 
Peeps. On a whim, three of us jokingly 
logged onto peep.com, wondering if there 
is a website for everything, wouldn’t 
there be a site for this holiday candy 
classic? Well, peep.com is a site we 
closed quickly. Our naive minds, that 
shouldn’t have been looking for candy 
websites to begin with, discovered the 
site focused on the other meaning of 


As adults, we laughed and later logged 
onto marshmallowpeeps.com and found 
the candy’s website. 

But, what if a group of children were 
involved in the same discussion and had 
the same idea? 

It is what parents fear. That the 
computer with Internet access meant to 
educate their child could offer the wrong 
type of knowledge.

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inappropriate people, looking to cause a 
child harm. 

Statistics show more than 30 million 
people to date are online, with that 
number growing daily. It is expected 
that in two years, by 2001, there will be 
20.9 million children ages two to 12 using 
the Internet, according to 
NetNanny.com 

The company, which sells filtering 
software to parents, recently surveyed 
500 children between the ages of nine to 
17. Results showed 68 percent of 
children preferred using the Internet to 
watching television. 

Children new to the Internet spend 
more than 10 hours online, while 
children who had computers for three 
years spend about six hours on line. 
Children spend three to five days a week 
on the Internet. 


The dark side 

NetParenting.com states that based 
on statistics, the greatest risk your child 
runs when online is the exposure to 
someone mean or rude on a newsgroup 
or chat room. While this is upsetting, 
children should be taught from the start 
to leave any site, newsgroup or chat 
room where offense language is being 
used. 

This isn’t necessarily life-threatening, 
but could scare your child. Also, in rare 
situations, the person writing the 
belligerent remarks could intend to 
harm someone.

does happen and children should be 
taught never to meet anyone with their 
parent’s permission. They should be 
instructed not to share facts about their 
life, such as their school, address, phone 
number or even last name, with anyone 
they meet online. Your child has a right 
to privacy and he or she should be aware 
of it. Anyone who threatens that right 
should be avoided and the child should 
let you know. 

NetNanny recommends letting your 
child use a false name, telling him or her 
it is a make-believe game. This will also 
illustrate the fact that not everyone is 
what they say they are. 

Meeting an online friend should make . 
adults wary as well. Never allow your 
child to meet someone without you. 
Accompany them and arrange the 
meeting at a public place. 

Explain to your child that, like 
anything, there is good and bad facets to 
the Internet. Some people might try to 
harm him or her. However frightening, if 
your child is going to be online, he or she 
should be aware of what is acceptable, 
not to give out personal information and 
to tell a parent if someone or something 
online is disturbing.

threats seem funny to an adolescent, but 
can cause harm to others and wreak 
havoc where they are directed. Caution 
children of the repercussions of such 
actions. 

SafeKids.com offers a Family 
Contract for Online Safety. This 
printable document can be hung near 
the family computer. By signing it, 
children agree to follow some basic 
safety steps and to let a parent know 
when something seems wrong. 


Web protection 

There are sites and search engines 
offering child-friendly content. Parents 
should direct their children to these 
sites, in an effort to avoid stumbling on 
inappropriate material. A mistyped web 
address or category with more than one 
meaning can lead a user to the wrong 
material. 

When web designer creates a site, he 
or she choose a list of key words. These

key words, while invisible to web 
searchers, alerts the search engine to 
pick up their site as an answer to the 
user’s search. If you are creating a site 
for a grocery store, you might list “food”, 
“groceries”, “fruits”, “lowest prices” and 
“fresh strawberries all summer”. If a 
person is searching for a recipe for 
strawberries, this grocery store might 
appear on a list of websites to check out. 
It seems harmless, but consider this. 
We entered the word “teens” in a non- 
filtered search engine and got a list of 
safe sites geared toward teenagers, 
articles about teen music and'a site for 
parents of teenagers. However, in a 
standard search engine, the search 
would lead you to the same safe sites 
along with adult pornographic sites. 
Because of this, parents should 
encourage their children to use search 
engines geared for children, such as Ask 
Jeeves for Kids or Lycoszone.com. Here, 
the search engine scans sites with 
materials free from violence and sexual

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Simple rules can enrich a child’s

So your kids enjoy surfing the 
Internet - and well, they should. The 
Internet is a wonderful tool for 
obtaining information, engaging in 
entertainment/conversation § and 
performing business transactions. 
There are many terrific sites on the 
‘net for your children to enjoy. 
Spending time online with your 
children can be an extraordinary way 
of bonding with them, learning about 
the Internet, sharing their interests, 
teaching them responsibility and good 
behavior with regard to other Internet 
users, and supervising their activities. 

There are some obvious dangers 
inherent in surfing the Internet which 
should be reviewed and can be 
avoided. Some guidelines to which 
parents should adhere when children 
surf the Internet include: 

1, Never give out one’s full name, 
address or phone number to anyone 
without discussing it with your 
parents. 

2. Never send photographs of 
oneself to anyone online, especially 
when it is specifically requested. 

3. If someone sends anything to or 
requests anything from a child online 
which makes that child 
uncomfortable in any way, parents 
should be notified and one’s or the

our child 


fall on the allowance scale? 


By Michelle Eld 

I read an interesting little fact the 
other day that made me pause and 
think. According to a report on 
ABCNews.com, nearly 10 million 
American teenagers collectively earned 
$1.05 billion in weekly allowances in 
1997. The survey, involving 9,000 
children between the ages of 12 and 18, 
revealed these kids receive an average 
of more than $100 in weekly allowances 
and other money from their parents. 

That’s every week. I don’t know 
about you, but I certainly never made 
that kind of cash - not even close. I 
seem to remember it being between $5 
and $10 a week, and that was when I 
was a pre-teen. In exchange, I'd do a 
few chores — usually I was in charge of 
dusting and ironing. If the chores 
weren’t done, I didn’t get the money. 
But when I did, I’d either save it (under 
pressure from Mom) or splurge on a 


i movie or food. 


During the whole Cabbage Patch 
hubbub, I remember saving for so long 
for one of those dolls, socking away a 


little bit of money each week. When I 


finally was able to afford one, I can 
recall the big deal that was: I proudly 
paid with my own cash at the register. 

Now, I understand that was back in 
the 80s and, with inflation and all, 
children make a bit more money in 
allowance today than they did when I 
was young, or in my parents’ day. 

But the above-mentioned study also 
showed that teenagers from the highest 
income families earning more than 
$100,000 a year pocketed an average of 
$175 a week, while less well-off families 
making $20,000 to $30,000 a year 
provided an average of $19 a week. 


Who gets what 

Well, the young people’ we 
interviewed about their allowances 
certainly didn’t make that much. In 
fact, if they earned any allowance at all, 
it was between $5 and $10 per week. We 
took a stroll through downtown 
Andover asking youngsters and pre- 
teens what they get from mom and dad. 
A few of them claimed they got no 
allowance, while others earned a few 
bucks every week for taking out the 


~ trash and doing dishes. 


Others who don’t get an allowance 
now say they uSed to get sporadic 
payoffs in years past for their work 
around the house. Lyz Earnley, 17, says 
her mom used to hand over $10 every 
two weeks, or “whenever she 
remembered”, when she split the 
chores with her sister. But now, she 
has a job and things are a little 
different. “I choose not to have an 
allowance,” said Lyz. 

Jen Wagner, also 17, says she works 
for her spending money. When she gets 
a paycheck, most of it goes into the 
bank at the urging of her mother. When 
asked what they spend their money on, 
both replied in unison, “food”. 

Mike DeFusco and Adam Cuomo 
were spotted coming out of a candy

store, with little plastic baggies bulging 
with treats. We know right off where 
their allowance money goes. 

Both said they get $5 a week from 
their parents. Adam, 12, has to 
vaccuum and clean up the house to get 
his hands on that money, while Mike’s 
responsibilities include doing the 
dishes once a week, taking out the 
garbage and picking up his room. 

Where does their money go? The 
answer, similar to the above response, 
revolved around food: “Definitely junk 
food,” they agreed. They also shell out 
cash for candy and CDs. 

But it’s also clear that saving up for 
a big purchase is a priority, too. Mike, 
12, told us he recently saved up for 
months to buy himself a bike he’s 
always wanted. 

Ten year-old Greg Milliard gets a 
small weekly allowance but he’s got 
responsibilities. Those include hauling 
out the trash, taking care of his frog, 
feeding the dog and taking it out for 
walks. Both he and his sister, 
Alexandra, must clean their rooms, 
make their own beds and help care for 
their baby sister, Victoria. 

Alexandra’s job is to organize the 
recyclables each week. She likes to 
spend her money on — what else? - 
bracelets. Her dad, Rich, says she’s 
really into all that “girl stuff’. As for 
Greg, he used to invest in Pokemon 
cards but now he splurges on video 
miniature 
skateboards you can maneuver with 
your fingers. 

Emily Wilson, 12, doesn’t get too 
much for her allowance — $3 a week is 
the average. Brittney Mailhot, 13, 
receives no allowance at all but 
generally doesn’t have a set of chores to 
do at home. Occasionally she gets some 
cash from her parents but it’s not a 


‘steady income. 


Housework=money? 

Not every child is required to do 
chores to get an allowance, but many 
are. It’s usually a few things around the 
house to help ‘out mom and dad, and 
can occasionally involve babysitting 
younger siblings. A 1993 survey bu 
Louis Harris & Associates for Liberty 
Financial’s Young Investor Program 
revealed the majority of teens, ranging 
from eighth grade to 12th grade, must 
do chores to receive an allowance. 
Here’s a _ breakdown’ of _ those 
percentages: 

* Male: 78 percent 

* Female: 75 percent 

* Overall: 77 percent 

* Eighth grade: 81 percent 

* Ninth grade: 77 percent 

* 10th grade: 78 percent 

* 11th grade: 72 percent 

* 12th grade: 70 percent 

A steady “income” of allowance i: is 
usually the route parents go when 
forking over cash for jobs well done 
around the house. This way, the child 
or teen can expect that income at a set 
time, plan on what they will.do with it

(Le. save it or spend it on a movie), 
giving them a little independence and 
some money sense. 

A survey of parents on the Kids’ 
Money website showed the majority of 
parents polled (74 percent) gave out 
allowances on a weekly basis, while 11 
percent paid their children on a 
biweekly basis. Monthly got 10 percent 
of the votes and other (ie. daily, 
whenever earned, with good grades) 
got five percent. 


Teaching the value of money 

Since attitudes and habits about 
money are formed at a very early age, 
it’s important to start teaching your 
children about the value of hard-earned 
cash right from the get-go. Children are 
observant. If they grow up watching 
mommy and daddy splurging on all the 
clothes, electronics and trips they 
want, leaving little for the bills, 
chances are he or she will adopt that 
same attitude toward money. If a child 
sees his parents being reponsible with 
their paychecks, it will likely have an 


impact on him or her down the road. 

Children notice how their parents 
deal with the household finances: do 
they fight often about money or are 
matters solved calmly? Do all the 
financial responsibilities (managing 
the checking account, paying bills, 
keeping records) fall entirely on one 
parents’ shoulders? 

There are subtle ways you can teach 
your children responsibility when it 
comes to money. It all starts at an early 
age, as young as three or four. Children 
at that age at least know that when 
their mom goes to the grocery store, 
she has to give the cashier some shiny 
coins and pieces of paper in order to 
take home the food. 


According to “Dr. Spock’s Baby and 
Child Care” book, children at the age of 
six or seven are ready to start learning 
about saving and spending. 

One of the ways your children can 
learn money management skills early 
on is through allowance. Every family 
does things differently, whether it’s 
equal pay for equal work, or cash in 
exchange for extra housework. 


Teaching children about money 


ven at a young age, children 

are bombarded with messages 

about money. They observe 

their parents’ spending habits 
and financial attitudes, and are 
influenced by their friends, 
advertisements and even the attitudes 
of society as a whole. With so many 
conflicting messages, it has become 
increasingly important for parents and 
teachers to begin teaching financial 
concepts when children are young, to 
help them understand ‘at an early age 
the value of saving and maintaining a 
budget. Janeal Roberts, manager of 
1) and staff development for 
Medallion School Partnerships, offers 
the following advice: 

Children enjoy collecting things, so 
address saving in terms of collecting. 
Just as they might collect stickers or 
baseball cards, they can collect coins 
and dollar bills. Preschool children 
want to handle and count their 
collection, so provide your child with a 
bank that can be opened easily. 

To stress the importance of saving, 
parents may want to give school-age 
children an allowance. For a child, an 
allowance is his or her first experience 
with money management. Parents 
should try not to be too nostalgic when 
considering the amount. Depending on 
their financial circumstances, a good 
rule of thumb is 50 cents to $1 for each 
year of a child's age. In other words, a 5- 
year-old child could receive between 
$2.50 and $5.00 a week. The payment 
frequency may depend on the age of the 
child. Parents may want to give a 
weekly allowance to young children to 
allow for more spontaneous purchases, 
such as gum or small toys. For older 
children, parents may want to give a bi- 
weekly or monthly allowance to 
encourage the concepts of budgeting 
their money and saving for long-term 


goals. 


When it comes to spending money, 
consider discussing a spending plan 
with your child. Many financial 
experts recommend the "third-third- 
third" concept: one third of allowance 
can be spent immediately, one third 
goes to short-term savings, such as 
saving for a bicycle, and one third for 
long-term savings, such as saving for 
college, which is money that can't be 
touched. To encourage a spending plan, 
give the child bills in small 
denominations. Five single dollar bills 
are easier for children to budget than a 
$5 bill. 


Short-term savings can be kept in a 
bank. To visualize a savings goal, tape 
a picture of the object the child wants 
on the side of the bank. For long-term 
savings, consider opening a savings 
account in the child's name. This also 
will help your child learn how to fill out 
a deposit form, withdraw money and 
balance a bank register. Older children 
can learn about compounding interest 
and how it makes their money grow. 
Parents can match the amount that 
their child saves. 


Financial experts advise _ that 
parents be open with their child about 
the family finances. Talking about the 
family budget, savings and investments 
provides a good example for your 
children. Also, when a_ financial 
milestone is reached, such as saving for 
a family trip, children will be aware of 
the steps taken to achieve that goal. 


Finally, discuss what money can't 
do. Children need to know that money 
is a tool for taking care of material 
needs, such as food, clothing and 
shelter, but that it cannot buy equally 
important needs such as love and 
friendship. In other words, net-worth 


‘does not equal self-worth. (NAPSA)

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Helping vegetarian teens get nutrients they need 


_AMANHATTAN, Kan. — When a teen 
announces “Im going to eat vegetarian,” 
a parent’s first response often is: “I’m 
going to have to fix two meals instead of 
one.” 

Parents also may think that their 
teen-turned-vegetarian will _ surely 
wither from malnutrition. Neither need 
be true, said Karen Hudson,K-State 
Research and Extension coordinator for 
the Family Nutrition Program. 

“Teens who choose to eat vegetarian 
can eat healthfully without extra food 
preparation — many vegetarian recipes 
actually require less cooking. Many of 
the foods teens already favor - Mexican 
bean burritos, veggie burgers and 
Italian-style pasta combinations - are 

vegetarian. 

Teens — including those who don’t 
‘proclaim to be vegetarians - do, 
however, need to make sure that they eat 
foods that provide the vitamins and 
minerals that are important to growth, 
development and tip-top performance,

Health benefits from fruit and fruit | 


MANHATTAN, Kan. — Fruit juice can 
play an important role in a child's diet, 
but should be considered a food rather 
than a thirst-quenching beverage, said 
Karen Hudson, registered dietitian and 
K-State Research and _ Extension 
coordinator of the Family Nutrition 
Program 


Fruit juices supply important 
vitamins and minerals, but they do not 


eo boys usually eat enough to be 
full, but teenage girls can easily bow to 
societal pressure to be thin and not eat 
enough to provide the nutrients they 
need. For example, deciding not to eat 
meat can short teenage girls on iron, 
which they lose through menstruation. 

Iron-fortified breads and cereals can 
provide it, but when teenagers skip 
breakfast, they may be missing more 
than the morning meal. 

Calcium also is a concern Few 
teenagers get enough, said Hudson, who 
cited a USDA _ consumer _§ survey 
indicating that nine out of 10 teenage 
girls and seven out of 10 teenage boys did 
not get enough of the bone-builder. Teens 
may not realize that 15 percent of their 
adult height is achieved during their 
teenage years; half of their adult skeleton 
also develops during the teen years. 

Skipping calcium-rich foods now also 
can contribute to osteoporosis in 
adulthood, said Hudson, who suggested 


provide all of the health benefits - fiber, 
for example — that come 

from eating whole fruit. Count them 
as part of the two to four servings 
recommended each day from the fruit 
group rather than relying on them to 
fulfill all of the dietary guidelines, she 
said. 

Reading labels on fruit juices and 
beverages is important because fruit 
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skim milk, low-fat or non-fat yogurt, 
reduced-fat cheeses and calcium-fortified 
foods, like orange juice, to help teens get 
the calcium they need (1300 mg. a day). 

Whole milk and cheeses offer calcium, 
but may provide added calories and fat 
that can contribute to a weight problem 
now and _ cardiovascular heart) 
problems later, she said. 

Zinc and Vitamin B12 also are 
nutrients that may require special 
attention from vegetarian teens. 

Zinc is important because it’s needed 
for growth and development, including 
sexual maturation. Teens who choose to 
eat vegetarian can get it from black-eyed 
peas and beans; tofu; milk; yogurt; nuts; 
and fortified cereals and breads, but need 
to remember that zinc from plant-based 
sources is absorbed at a lower rate than 
zinc from animal-based sources. For this 
reason, teens who choose to eat 
vegetarian may need a multi-vitamin 
supplement, Hudson said. 

Vitamin B12, which is important to 


drinks are not the same as fruit juice. 
Fruit drinks may be nothing more than 
fruit-flavored sugar water fortified with 
vitamins. They do not offer the same 
health benefits as 100 percent fruit juice. 

To help parents incorporate fruit 
juices that offer maximum health 
benefits in their children’s diets, Hudson 
answers these frequently asked 
questions: 


the function of the nervous system and 
production of red blood cells, is found 
only in foods derived from animal 
sources. Milk can serve as a source for 
vegetarians; so can fortified cereals and 
soy milk, she said. 

A teen’s decision to eat vegetarian 
may be only a phase, but the reality is 
that the whole family probably will 
benefit from eating more plant-based 
foods that are rich in vitamins, minerals, 
and antioxidants, which are known to 
deter or prevent cardio-vascular disease 
and some cancers, Hudson said. For 
more information on foods and nutrition 
for the family, contact the local 
Extension office or visit the K-State 
Research and Extension website at 
www.oznet.ksu.edu.

Reducing tooth decay 


MANHATTAN, Kan. — Which is 
more likely to cause tooth decay: A 
bowl of sugared cereal or a gooey, 
candy bar? 


“Either can contribute to tooth 
decay, but sticky foods, such as a 
caramel roll or chewy, gooey candy 
bar, can be the bigger culprit: 
Prolonged exposure to sugar causes 
bacterial growth in plaque, which is a 


soft, almost invisible bacterial film that — 


forms in the mouth and coats the teeth. 
The bacterial growth produces the 
acids that can damage tooth enamel 
and allow decay to develop,” said Paula 
Peters, K-State Research and 
Extension children’s nutrition 
specialist. 

Timing also is important. For 
example, choosing a bowl of sugary 
cereal for breakfast, which will be 
followed by a thorough tooth brushing, 
can be less harmful than choosing a 
candy bar as an afternoon snack, 
several hours before the next brushing, 
Peters said. 

Sugar is not the only food that 
contributes to tooth decay. Sticky 
starches can prompt bacterial growth 
that attacks tooth enamel and 
contribute to decay, too, she said. 

Early tooth decay is sometimes 
attributed to bottle feeding. When 
infants and young children are put fo 
bed with a bottle, sugary liquids like 


milk, formula and fruit juices linger in . 


the mouth. Since saliva decreases

during sleep, the result is similar to 
eating a snack before bed without 
brushing your teeth afterward. 

Dental health begins at an early age, 
Peters said. 

Parents are encouraged to dampen a 
clean, soft cloth or gauze pad to clean 
and stimulate infant gums long before 
primary teeth peek through,she said. 


Caring for primary teeth is as 
important as caring for permanent 
teeth. Children need strong, healthy 
primary teeth to chew food properly; 
primary teeth play a role in developing 
speech and preserve space for 
permanent teeth. 

To care for a baby’s teeth, Peters 
recommends a small, soft-bristled, 
round-end toothbrush. Dampen it with 
water and brush gently. Skip the 
toothpaste. Flavored toothpastes can 
overwhelm infants and cause them to 
gag or choke. Too much fluoride can be 
harmful; toothpastes also can be 
difficult to rinse, she said. 

By age two or three, children are old 
enough to follow their parents’ good 
example with regular brushing. 
Parents are encouraged to check tooth 
surfaces to make sure their children 
are getting the job done. They also are 
encouraged to help young children 
with gentle flossing. 

By the time children are seven or 
eight, they should be able to handle 
most dental care - brushing and 
flossing - by themselves, she said.

Q: Is there a reason a baby shouldn't 
drink fruit juice from a bottle? 

A: If teeth are exposed to juice or other 
sweet liquids for long periods of time, 
sugars in the liquids can cause plaque 
forming bacteria to produce acids, which 
will eventually attack tooth enamel and 
lead to tooth decay. 

... .Q: Is one juice better than another? 

~ A: Look for juices fortified with 
Vitamin C. Orange juice should not, 
however, be offered before a child's first 
birthday. The reason for this is that a 
child's gastrointestinal tract may not be 
mature enough to prevent the absorption 
of a protein in the orange that could 
trigger an allergic reaction. 

Q: How much fruit whee | should a 
child drink? 

A: An appropriate serving for a baby 
age six to 12 months is 3 ounces of fruit 
juice no more than two times a day; for 
éoddlers up to two years of age, one- 
fourth to one-third cup no more than two 
times a day; for preschoolers up to five 
years of age, one-half cup up to two times 
a day; for older children and adults, 
three-fourths cup up to two times a day.

DEP makes site visit 
to Powder Mill Square 


The Department of Environ- 
mental Protection is taking com- 
ments about the proposed Pow- 
der Mill Square Project, which 
has been appealed by a group of 
neighbors. 

Assistant Section Chief Phil 
DePietro of the DEP’s wetland 
division and Derek Standish, also 
of DEP, visited the site of the pro- 
posed medical office building and 
apartment complex last Thurs- 
day. 

Residents who appealed the 
project’s approval by the Conser- 
vation Commission and the pro- 
ject’s developers met last week 
with DEP officials around a table 
of maps and plans set up in the 
vacant lot across from the 
Stevens Street post office, next to 
Marland Place, where the build- 
ings would be built. 

Other residents, Andover Con- 
servation Commission agents, 


Planning Director Steve Colyer, 
and a representative from state 
Sen. Sue Tucker’s office also 
attended. 

Neighbors Peter Hadley and 
Patrick Robbins told DEP they 
fee' the project would block the 
Shawsheen River floodway, and 
cause more water to flow onto 
nearby properties. 

They also feel that even if the 
project is approved with condi- 
tions, it is unlikely the town will 
have the resources to enforce the 
conditions. 

Developers say the building is 
not in the floodway, and asked 
residents to help them develop a 
maintenance plan to meet condi- 
tions and avoid flooding. 

DEP is accepting comments 
from the public about the issue 
until March 30, Hadley says.
